1950s American policy towards 

has aimed at two goals, 
whieh might be regarded as two 
sides of the same coin. U.S. 
policymakers have steadfastly 
sought to make Egypt's leaders 
recognize: (a) that it was in their 
Interest to concentrate upon the 
Internal development of Egypt 
herself and to eschew foreign 
adventurism, ineluding Invoive- 
ment in the Palestine issue; and 
(b) that Egypt's self-devetopment 
could best be attained by Egyp- 
tlan (and Arab) alignment with 
the West rather than with the 
East. This twin goal was neatly 
summed up by Arthur Schlesinger 
Jr. when he described America's 
policies towards Nasser thus: 
“Kennedy's deeper hupe... was to 
persuade Nusser on making 
progress nt home rather than 
trouble abroad.” 

The same pattern of thinking 
underlay the earlier attempts of 
the Secretary of State, John 
Foster Dulles, to induce the Arab 
atates, and particularly Egypt, to 
join in a Western-sponsored Mid- 
die East defence organization. It 
was the hope of the Eisenhower 
Administration that the provision 
of economic aid and food grants 
would satisfy Egypt's needs and 
would enable her to concentrate 
her cfforts upon improving the 
economic and social) lot of her im- 
poverished masses, This would be 
the most effective counter to Com- 
munist allurement. Additionally, 
the U.S. would supply Egypt with 
sufficient weaponry for her 
National security and for her 
successful integration into o 
broader Weatern alliance system. 

All this was premised on the not 
Unreasonable hope that Egypt 
could be induced to withdraw 
from active involvement In the 
Palestine issue and to forsake the 
Irredentist goal of the 
Palestinians lo wipe out [sracl.

A NOVEL WAY to heat was dia- 
cussed a couple of weeks ago on 
Israc] Television's consumer 
programme Kolboiek. It never oc- 
curred to me that it would be 
economical to burn wood in Israel, 
but apparently it can be, especial- 
ly if you live ina rural area where 
there are a lot of branches and 
even tree-irunks left over from 
the routine pruning of orchards. 

The company called Atmor (im- 
porters of Fedders’ air con- 
ditioners and manufacturers of 
the Atmor kerosene stove) has 
bégun this year to import a wood- 
burning stove with chimney from 
France. There are long-range 
plang to make it here. The stove, 
called Kamin-Aimor, costs 
12,750, plus about IL600 for in- 
stallation for the chimney.’ Thé 
stove Is brick-lined to retain heat 
even after the loge have burned 
out. 

The managers of Atmor es- 
timate it would cost about 11.400 a 
season to heat a one-family house 
in the coastal plain. They base this 
on two tons of logs at IL150 to 
11.200 per ton if you transport it 
yourself from a lumber yard, and 
somewhat more if you have it 
delivered. It depends also on what 
kind of wood you buy -- pine is 
best, but most expensive, and 
eucalyptus, olive, citrus and 
others will do the job. Atmor can 
advize consumers on sources of 
wood, including a Tel Aviv wood- 
cutter who does home deliveries. 

By the way, if you expect to get 
a lovely smell of burning wood 
from a Kamin-Aimor, forget it. 
-The stove is said to be-hermetical- 
ly sealed, ao you should get no 
smoke or smell in the house. If you 
want a romantic atmosphere, 
what you need is an open 
fireplace. For details about the 
stove, contact Daniel Perelson or 
Yehiel Goldberg at Atmor, 08-

I only hope the wood-stove 
manufacturers are right when 
they say that the logs belng used 
for fuel are from treea which need 
to be cut down anyway — because 
of tree-pruning: for good 
agricultural or: municipal 
reasons. I would hate to see any 
precious Israeji trees being 
chopped down solely to provide 
fuel for heating. ᾿ 

"The wood stoves, by the way, 
are not recommended for urban 
flata, except in rare cases on a top 
floor. They are partioularly suited. 
for homes in moshayim and other 
rural communities where wood Ia" 
readily available, and where there 

is space to store it.

Flavour 
of okra 


IN OUR STUDY of the paychiatric 
aspects of vegetables, the prime 
candidate for schizophrenia would 
be okra. 

In the cuisine of black Africa 
and the derivative cooking of the 
American South and the West In- 
dies, the vegetable is prized for its 
gummy, sticky quality and used 
as a thickener for soups and 
stews. The most familar of the 
type of dishes is gumbo, a half- 
soup half-stew of meat, fowl or 
fish, together with vegetables. 

In the Middle Bast however, 
where okra is prized under the 
name of bamiya, in Hebrew, 
Arabic, Greek and Turkish, the 
vegetable is cooked in such a way 
as to minimize the gluey aspect, 
while emphasizing ita subtle. 
flavour. While, okra with meat, 
usually lamb, is eaten throughout 


the Levant, Jews preparing a 
dairy meal, the beleaguered 
Christians of Lebanon on their 
fast days, or the poor who cannot 
afford meat, often prepare it 
without. 


WHEN BUYING okra, try to 
choose the small young tender 
vegetables, or at most, those of 
medium length. Wash the okra 
well, trim any stems, and, with a 
sharp knife, make a shallow inci- 
sion along the length of each pod. 
Spread the vegetables out ona flat 
surface — In the Middle East an 
aluminium tray is that most com- 
monly used --- and leave in the gun 
for an hour or two. This process 
serves to remove much of the 
gummy sap. 

For a kilo of okra, brown four or 


five onions in a large pantogether - 


with three or four cloves of garlic. 
When the onion [8 begining to turn 
yellow, half a kilo of chopped 
meat (lamb, or beef, or dark meat 
of turkey) may be added and
